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DRINKER’S THROAT 
CUT AT ELVIS NIGHT 

50-year-old charged over knife attack at pub 


A pub-goer is fortunate to be alive 
after he had his throat slit at an 
Elvis tribute night in a Chessington 
pub. 

Stephen Martin Sherwood, 50, is 
accused of slashing Gino Taffurel- 
li’s neck with a Stanley knife at the 
Chessington Oak pub in Moor 
Lane. 

The incident is believed to have 
taken place in the smoking area 
outside the pub, on September 13 at 
about 8pm, before the Elvis tribute 
act was due to begin. 

But the entertainment was can¬ 
celled when Mr Taffurelli was 
rushed to St George’s Hospital for 
emergency surgery. 

His alleged attacker was limping 
when he appeared at Lavender Hill 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday 
morning dressed in a black jumper 
and dark trousers. 

Prosecutor Caroline Mungal said:

“Mr Taffurelh’s neck was partially 
severed. It had to be sewn back. He 
is fortunate to be alive.” 

Mr Sherwood, of Shepherds Bush 
Road, in Shepherds Bush, walked 
into Kingston police station by ap¬ 
pointment on Tuesday evening 
where he was arrested and taken 
into custody. 

He was remanded in custody and 
bail was not applied for. 

He will next appear at Kingston 
Crown Court for a preliminary 
hearing on October 8 to face 
charges of maliciously causing 
grievous bodily harm to Mr 
Taffurelli and threatening a person 
with a blade in a public place. 

Another man, who was arrested 
on September 20 on suspicion of at¬ 
tempting to wound, has been bailed 


to appear at Kingston police station 
on October 7. 

Chessington councillor Andrew 
Day said: “I am very shocked at 
what has happened. It is a shame 
that something like that could hap¬ 
pen right on our doorsteps. 

“I hope the guy makes a full 
recovery.” 

The Oak has had a number of 
themed events over the summer in¬ 
cluding Tina Turner and Freddie 
Mercury tribute nights. 

A spokeswoman, from Mitchells 
and Butlers, which operates the 
pub, said: “This was an isolated in¬ 
cident and in no way connected to 
the pub. It was not appropriate to 
hold the theme night as the police 
were investigating the incident at 
the time.”

Robbers fail in attempt to snatch money from van 


Robbers left empty handed 
after an attempted snatch of 
money from a van outside 
Tesco Express, Plough Green, 
on Monday morning.

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‘Parents seen filming drug addicts’ 


Parents of schoolchildren 
have been accused of filming 
people they suspect of 
being drug addicts at a 
Surbiton clinic. 

The extraordinary claim was 
part of a risk assessment re¬ 
port by advisory firm RSM 
Tenon, tasked with investigat¬ 
ing the dangers posed to Lime 
Tree Primary School pupils by 
addiction treatment patients 
at next-door Surbiton Health 
Centre. 

The Community Wellbeing 
Service has been run from the 
centre since April, offering re¬ 
covery treatment for people 
with mental health issues, and 
drug and alcohol problems. 

But the service’s future at 
the Ewell Road site is unclear 
after Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillors did a u-turn and came 
out in favour of moving it. 

Parents, the school’s head¬ 
teacher and politicians said 
they have been misled about 
the needle exchange and 
claimed it should not be next 
to the school. 

Richard Mackie, from RSM 
Tenon, told Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s health overview and 
scrutiny panel: “They [service 
users] feel intimidated to at¬ 
tend. They are filmed by par¬ 
ents attending there, they are 
verbally abused by parents at¬ 
tending there. 

“Threatening behaviour has

come from parents of the 
school.” 

Lime Tree headteacher Clin¬ 
ton Pascoe said: “We would 
never advocate doing that.” 

Surbiton Hill councillor and 
Lime Tree governor Malcolm 
Self said after meeting with 
parents and residents, and be¬ 
cause of poor communication 
from health commissioners, 
he believed the wellbeing ser¬ 
vice should be moved. 

He said: “We were misled, in 
a nutshell, because we were 
not told the proper picture of 
what is going on there. 

“We only found out by ru¬ 
mour. The first we knew about 
it as ward councillors was 
February this year.” 

Trust between commission¬ 
ers and parents will be diffi¬ 
cult to restore, he added. 

Fellow Lib Dems Sushila 
Abraham, John Ayles and Bob 
Steed support moving the 
service. 

The council’s public health 
director Dr Jonathan Hilde¬ 
brand has been asked to scout 
alternative locations. 

Lime Tree chairman of gov¬ 
ernors Alan Gardner said:

approached on a more or less 
daily basis. The issue became 
highly politicised. 

“Harm to the children can 
also be caused potentially by 
the continuance of this as a 
highly contentious issue.” 

Tolworth resident Tava Wal¬ 
ton, whose brother Adam is a 
Lime Tree parent, told the 
meeting it was “patronising” 
to be told parents had not been 
contacted for the assessment 
because RSM Tenon wanted to 
keep emotion out of its report. 

She said: “It doesn’t count 
children as a vulnerable 
group. 

“At what point was this 
service subject to proper 


planning scrutiny?” 

Parents should have been in¬ 
volved in consultation earlier, 
she said. 

Peter Kelk, who gathered sig¬ 
natures for a petition opposing 
the needle exchange, said not 
talking to residents and par¬ 
ents was “arrogant”. 

He said: “Consultation has 
been appalling in this 
process.” 

RSM Tenon’s report said: 
“The current situation ap¬ 
pears to have escalated due to 
a breakdown in communica¬ 
tion. The stakeholders at 
the school feel that there has 
been an inconsistency in infor¬ 
mation coming from the 
[NHS] clinical commissioning 
group. 

“This inconsistency has then 
manifested into a lack of trust, 
both in terms of what services 
were going to be offered and 
how many were expected to be 
attending.” 

But it said an NHS Kingston 
presentation on January 30 
“clearly informed parents of 
what was being proposed” and 
that “the idea that children 
will be harmed by individuals 
taking drugs at the school 
gates has no basis in reality”. 

The report concluded the 
risk of finding drug parapher¬ 
nalia lying around the site was 
low. 

Coverage in the press could 


scare away patients, the report 
said. 

It said: “The recent press and 
other media attention on the 
site have the potential to deter 
new clients and alienate exist¬ 
ing [ones]. 

“While those against the 
wellbeing service may believe 
this to be a victory it will only 
cost the local health services 
more in treatment and could 
result in the death of a vulner¬ 
able person.” 

Dr Sarah Minot, who works 
at the service, said: “Where 
there are not needle ex¬ 
changes, this is where there is 
a higher risk of needle stick in¬ 
juries and harm caused by 
used needles.” 

Coun Rolson Davies said: “It 
is difficult to perceive that 
someone who is going there 
specifically to exchange a nee¬ 
dle is then going to not ex¬ 
change the needle and drop it 
on the ground.” 

Mr Mackie said the needle 
exchange had served 13 pa¬ 
tients a total of 24 times. 

There will be six-monthly 
meetings for the next year and 
a half to review any 
untoward incidents logged at 
the site, which will include 
parents, residents and 
councillors.

Councillor Andrea Craig, 
who represents Canbury 
ward, said she had concerns 
about traffic should Kings¬ 
gate Road be lost to the 
development. 

She said: “The plan for a 
school has been a good one, 
but there has not been enough 
work done on this brief with 
respect to a traffic scheme 
that would be workable in the 
area. 

“It will take a huge amount 
for me to be convinced that 
this solution of removing 
Kingsgate is a good one.” 

Kingston College has also 
been given planning 
permission for a new arts cen¬ 
tre in Richmond Road. 

The nearby area has 
already had 1,000 new homes 
put in as well as a 700-space 
multi-storey car park, a large 
Sainsbury’s supermarket and 
a Virgin Active gym. 

There are also an extra 347 
homes and a 140-bedroom 


hotel in the pipeline for the 
former power station in 
Skerne Road that has not been 
in use since the 1980s. 

Future plans for the north 
Kingston site also include 
cycle routes through the area

He has already parted with 
Molly, Bobby, Buster and Cola, 
but now a New Malden dog lover 
has been told to rehome more of 
his pets. 

Peter Whibley, 47, of Kingston 
Road, New Malden, was fined 
last week for allowing his re¬ 
maining 10 dogs to disturb 
neighbours, despite a council 
order banning excessive noise 
from barking. 

Mr Whibley, who told Wimble¬ 
don Magistrates’ Court last week 
he loved dogs “more than people, 
sometimes,” lives with his pets 
and one lodger, in a house left to 
him by his mother. 

He had already pleaded guilty 
to another earlier breach, that 
occurred in February. 

Magistrates ruled the steps he 
had taken to reduce the barking, 
including waking up earlier to 
feed the dogs, were not enough to 
avoid a conviction. 

Next-door neighbour Bong Son 
Park told the court he and his 
family were woken regularly by 
the dogs’ barking.

Kingston Council installed a 
noise monitor in his house over 
four days in May, which Mr Park 
operated. 

Council noise officer Richard 
Odell told magistrates that the 


recorded barking peaked at 60 
decibels - above the level that 
can disturb sleep. 

Neighbour Hillary Welch, who 
lives five doors away from Whib¬ 
ley, told the court: “I have shout¬ 
ed at the dogs. 

“I’m shouting out of the bath¬ 
room window.” 

Whibley said: “I love my dogs. I 
just love my animals, but I don’t 
feel I’ve been treated fairly. 

“All I’ve done was the best I 
could to keep the neighbours 
happy. That is all I wanted to 
do.” 

Magistrate Maxwell Jackson 
told him: “We appreciate how 
much you love your dogs. The 
problem will not go away unless 
you take drastic steps to change 
things. 

“In a nutshell, it is the number 
of dogs. 

“You are going to have to re¬ 
home some more of them.” 

Whibley was fined £350, and or¬ 
dered to pay court costs of £320, 
plus a £20 surcharge.

He attended Loughborough Uni¬ 
versity for his undergraduate de¬ 
gree and later studied for his 
doctorate in chemistry at Oxford 
University. 

Dr Gill worked as a chemist for 
a number of years, also in Boots, 


before he took up teaching IT and 
chemistry later in life. He had 
been a teacher and year 11 form 
tutor at the school in Chessington 
for two years. 

He met his wife, who teaches 
English, when they both taught at 
St Andrews High School in Croy¬ 
don together. 

The couple enjoyed walking and 
listening to classical music and 
Van Morrison. 

His niece Anita Bhardwaj, 28, 
from Croydon, said: “He was like 
a father to me. He would always 
build up your confidence. He was 
one of the greatest men you could 
ever meet. He was my best friend. 

“He never raised his voice and 
he made you see things from 
other people’s perspectives - even 
if you didn’t want to. 

“When something happened in 
my life he was the first person I 
would call. He has left a hole. 

“When you meet the kids he 
taught - it’s like he taught them 
the same lessons he taught us. He 
treated them just like he treated 
his family.” 

He is also survived by two 
sisters, and a brother who lives in 
America.

A close-knit family has been 
told that their 10-year-old 
daughter may not make it 
through this winter. 

Refsum’s disease sufferer Is¬ 
abelle Hopkins is deaf, blind 
and has kidney and liver 
problems, a dislocated hip and 
problems with her muscles 
that stop her from living life 
like other children. 

Isabelle was born with the 
degenerative genetic condi¬ 
tion, but has defied all odds 
after frequently coming in 
and out of hospital over the 
past two years. 

But she could have just one 
year left to live after her dev¬ 
astated family were told to 
prepare for her death. 

Her mother Miranda 
Hoogewerf said: “Over the 
last 10 years Issie has been the 
most wonderful, happy girl 
but she has become very ill 
now.

Children with Refsum’s dis¬ 
ease can live up to about 13 
years, but as Isabelle’s condi¬ 
tion has continued to worsen 
her treatment has been 
stopped. 

Mrs Hoogewerf - who has 
two other young children 
Giles, two, and Pippa, one, 
with her husband Bevan - 


said the family, who live in 
Berrylands and own Lang¬ 
ley’s restaurant in Surbiton, 
were having a difficult time. 

She said: “It is getting a lot 
harder now. 

“She used to smile and play 
but now she is tired a lot of 
the time so she does not want 
to communicate. 

“We are having a difficult 
time because we don’t know 
how to prepare for it. We are 
struggling. 

“It’s hard because the chil¬ 
dren will never remember her 
and they are at a stage where 
they are so much fun.

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Electorate swamped 
with parties’ leaflets 


No effort has been made 
to repair road’s potholes 


I live in Elm Road, New 
Malden. Over the months I 
have noticed and suffered the 
deteriorating state of some of 
the roads around New Malden, 
in particular Mount Pleasant 
Road. 

Mount Pleasant Road is par¬ 
ticularly bad because of the 
size and number of potholes. 

Cars have to try to avoid the 
potholes to the detriment of cy¬ 
clists, cyclists have to avoid 
these dangerous potholes or 


risk coming off their bikes 
(night-time is particularly dan¬ 
gerous) and pedestrians have 
to avoid being splashed when it 
is raining. 

Much-needed repairs to this 
road could save lives. 

A few months ago I noticed 
that resurfacing work was car¬ 
ried out on a no-through road 
called Melrose Gardens, just 
off Elm Road. 

Parking suspension notices 
were posted weeks before, 


work was carried out with 
great fanfare and now Melrose 
Gardens is as smooth as a 
baby’s bottom. 

Meanwhile, no effort whatso¬ 
ever has been made to repair 
Mount Pleasant Road or sur¬ 
rounding roads, which are 
thoroughfare roads. 

This appears to be a massive 
misuse of taxpayers’ money 
and a slap in the face for those 
residents currently suffering 
the state of essential roads. 


I wrote to Kingston Council 
in July 2013 asking for an ex¬ 
planation and am still awaiting 
a reply. It is now September 
2013. Will an enquiry from the 
Kingston Guardian raise an 
explanation? 

It would be nice to address 
the issue before someone gets 
hurt or badly injured on those 
roads that are in a bad state.

Speaking to people during 
the Beverley ward byelec¬ 
tion earlier in the summer 
in New Malden, one of 
their gripes was the 
volume of unwanted 
leaflets and letters being 
delivered by the bank¬ 
rolled parties. 

The Conservatives were 
particularly active with 15 
different leaflets and let¬ 
ters delivered across the 
ward in addition to web¬ 
sites, posters and public 
meetings. 

There are, of course, 
strict rules governing how 
much you can spend in 
elections so well-off people 
cannot buy power and in¬ 
fluence. In this case the 
maximum was £952.30. 

So, how did the Conserva¬ 
tives manage to mount 
such an extensive cam¬ 
paign and produce so many 
full-colour leaflets and still 
spend less than £952? The 
recent release of election 
expenses by Kingston 
Council makes very inter¬ 
esting reading. 

Most of the Conserva¬ 
tives’ expenses were in¬ 
voiced by the Richmond 
Park constituency, home to 
Zac Goldsmith, who was in¬ 
vestigated by the Electoral 
Commission and Channel 4 


at the last general election. 

The way in which they 
have kept under the limit 
this time is by claiming 
that, although leaflets were 
printed, up to 50 per cent 
were discarded and not 
used. 

This points to either in¬ 
competence and an inabili¬ 
ty to predict how many 
leaflets are required (al¬ 
though in most cases just 
2,000 were claimed to be 
printed), or a cynical ma¬ 
nipulation of Electoral 
Commission guidelines. 

Perhaps to avoid any fu¬ 
ture disputes, and also to 
avoid waste at the council 
elections next May, all the 
parties should undertake 
more careful planning and 
provide evidence of any 
waste following election 
day? 

In the meantime, the 
Green Party continues to 
be happy to provide a door- 
to-door recycling service 
for unwanted political 
leaflets and managed to 
double its share of the 
votes in Beverley without a 
single wasted leaflet and 
the lowest spend of all the 
parties.

Meeting on student digs descended into farce 


I attended the development 
control meeting on Wednes¬ 
day, September 11. 

The main item for discus¬ 
sion was the revised planning 
application for student accom¬ 
modation in Cambridge Road. 

For some reason, the 
Kingston town planning sub 
committee had made the roof 
terrace an issue on the previ¬ 
ous evening (it had not been a 
ground for refusal of the earli¬ 
er planning application). 

Councillor David Cunning¬ 


ham had a draconian amend¬ 
ment that the roof terrace 
should not be allowed, but the 
applicant could apply to open 
it at a later date. 

Another councillor pro¬ 
posed an amendment that the 
roof terrace should close at 
dusk rather than 9pm all year 
round. 

I think the latter proposal 
would have gained the agree¬ 
ment of the whole committee. 

However, the chairwoman, 
Councillor Vicki Harris, 


allowed neither amendment, 
insisting on a vote on the ap¬ 
plication as it stood. Coun 
Cunningham protested. 

Given no choice, develop¬ 
ment control voted for a 
scheme that probably none of 
the councillors quite wanted. 

The council’s standing or¬ 
ders are quite clear that 
amendments are taken first: 
“If an amendment be carried, 
the motion as amended shall 
take the place of the original 
motion, and shall become the 


motion upon which any fur¬ 
ther amendment may be 
moved.” (Part 4A procedural 
standing orders.) 

Vicki Harris has been a 
councillor since 2002 and has 
chaired development control 
for some time so she can hard¬ 
ly plead ignorance of the 
council’s procedures. Her ac¬ 
tion resulted in development 
control descending into farce.

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D an Le Sac - laptop musician, pro¬ 
ducer and one half of polemical 
electro hip-hop duo Dan Le Sac vs 
Scroobius Pip - is enjoying what sounds 
like an ideal lazy Sunday, writes Ross 
Logan. 

He disappears momentarily to finish a 
pork pie and will later speak enthusiasti¬ 
cally about slow-cooking a lamb shoul¬ 
der for friends, who are visiting his 
home in Reading later that afternoon. 

It’s all very friendly, domestic chit-chat 
- a far cry from the scathing social cri¬ 
tiques that set Le Sac and collaborator 
“Pip” apart from almost every other 
British act working today. 

The pair will be heading to Banquet 
Records on Tuesday, October 8, for an in¬ 
timate instore gig in support of their 
third album, Repent Replenish Repeat. 

“It’s going to be interesting,” says Le 
Sac, real name Daniel Stephens. “We’re 
doing the instore in Banquet and we 
might play some old stuff, but we might 
just do all new stuff and see how it goes 
down when you’re 3ft away from the 
audience. 

“You can see their faces and see what 
they really think.” 

Previously both solo artists, Le Sac and 
Pip came to instant public attention with 
the release in 2007 of Thou Shalt Always 
Kill, their first original collaboration. 

Ironically for a song decrying the 
sheep-like behaviour of modern pop cul¬ 
ture (“When I say ‘Hey’ thou shalt not 
say ‘Ho’,” etc) the track quickly obtained 
cult status, and the pair were, for a time, 
the hottest property around. 

Of course they hadn’t planned it that 
way. 

“If we had had those expectations we 
would have written an album before 
anyone got to hear anything,” says Le 
Sac. 

“That was the first song we wrote to¬ 
gether. Everything else we’d done was 
me re-working things Pip had already 
written. 

“That single came out in March, and I 
think it was over a year between Thou 
Shalt being available and the album 
coming out.”

“Yes it’s happened a couple of times,” 
says le Sac. “If it isn’t an issue for me he 
has carte blanche but when it starts en¬ 
croaching on things he believes and I 
don’t then he gets to keep that spoken 
work for himself. It doesn’t happen 
often. And there are some subjects I 
know more about than he does, believe 
it or not. Not many though.”

• Always keep a good pair of 
sunglasses in the car - they will 
make a big difference. 

• If you can't see, do the obvious 
thing and slow down, keeping an 
eye on the vehicle behind in case 
the following traffic can't see 
you against the sun. 

• If the sun is behind you, it's in 
the eyes of drivers coming 
towards you - be aware that 
they might not see you or the 
road markings between you and 
them. 

• Low sun behind can dazzle you 
via your mirrors, so be ready to 
dip the mirror and remember to 


your 

shoulder for vehicles in your 
blind spot. 

• Low sun highlights scratches 
and grime which can hinder your 
view, so keep your washer 
bottles topped up with a good 
quality screen wash and change 
your windscreen wipers every 
year. Keep windscreens clean. 

• Turn on your headlights before 
sunset and keep them on for an 
hour after sunrise so that it's 
easier for other drivers to see 
you in twilight.
